Maryland approaches wetlands goal

Wetlands are a resource that perform
several very important functions for both
society and the environment. Such func-
tionsincludeimproving water quality, pro-
viding flood control and recharging
groundwater reserves. Additionaly, wet-
lands support awidevariety of wildlife, fish
and plants.

The economic importance of wetlands
to commercial fisheries and recreational
uses is also enormous and a main reason
why Maryland and its Bay partner states
have embarked on aggressive plansto re-
store them.

It has been estimated that the U.S. has
lost nearly half of the wetland acreage that

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Alcoa’s
‘Z’ team hdps
cut pollution

Alcoa Eastalco Worksis a primary alu-
minum manufacturing facility located in
Buckeystown, Maryland. In 1996, Eastalco
became the first manufacturing plant in
Maryland to achieve | SO 14001 certifica-
tion and one of the first companiesto join
Businessesfor the Bay. Theplant also re-
cently served as a host site for a pollution
prevention (P2) training session for MDE
water compliance staff. The training ses-
sion provided MDE staff achanceto learn
how to spot opportunities to reduce or
eliminate pollution at the source and to
encouragefacilitiesthey work with to take
advantage of free, on-site, voluntary P2
assessments through the Maryland Tech-
nology Extension Service.

Aluminum is manufactured by passing
an electric current through a carbon anode
inelectrolytic cellsor “ pots’ of cryoliteand
alumina. Eastalco operates 480 pots and
produces approximately 500 tons of alumi-
num per day. Scrap aluminum, concrete,
asphalt, wood pallets, “off-spec” product,
carbon dust, lead acid batteries, oil, anti-
freeze, officewaste, and other metalsaredl|
recycled by the plant. Thefacility hasalso
reduced their water consumption by 20
percent (260,000 gallons per day) by recy-
cling effluent water.

Eastalco’s Environmental Task Force,
known asthe“Z” Team, isresponsiblefor
ensuring regulatory compliance aswell as
exploring P2 opportunities. The"Z” repre-
sents the team’'s goal of zero waste, zero
non-compliance and zero water discharge.
Specificaly, their planfor eiminating wastes
includes reducing the solid waste sent to
their local landfill to 50 percent by 2008,
maintaining and improving their low rates
of air emissions and decreasing water us-
age by recycling. Some of the measures
thefirmisevaluating to maximize the effi-
ciency of the pot line process include bet-
ter anode covers, better pot sealing, and
reduction of fugitive pot-gasfluoride emis-
sions.

Alcoa’s corporate strategy to fully inte-

Department adopts CRTK fund regulations

Proposed regulations to implement the
filing fees required by the Community
Right-To-Know Fund were publishedinthe
December 27, 2002 edition of the Maryland
Register. Maryland Department of the En-
vironment (MDE) adopted these regula-
tionsadopted in February, allowing collec-
tion of fees for materials held in calendar
year 2002. Whentheinventory reportsare
received starting this month, the depart-
ment will use them to prepare an invoice

for each facility’s fees. _Facilities should
NOT submit fees prior to receiving an in-
voice.

The Community Right-To-Know (CRTK)
Fund was established by the legislature to
address funding issues surrounding the
administration of the federal Emergency
Planning and Community Right-to-Know
Act (EPCRA) by state and local govern-
mentsin Maryland. Thefederal act estab-
lished aninfrastructurefor emergency plan-
ning, preparedness, and response at all

level of government. It accomplished this
by requiring states to establish a State
Emergency Response Commission (SERC),
to designate planning districts, and to ap-
point Local Emergency Planning Commit-
tees (LEPCs) for each district. To provide
the government with the information
needed for planning, EPCRA contains
chemical inventory and release reporting
obligations for covered industries. States
and LEPCs are required to collect thisin-

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existed before European settlement. These
important resources continue to be lost
nationally at a rate estimated to be hun-
dreds of thousands of acres per year due
to both human activity and natural pro-
cesses. Sincecolonial times, Maryland has
lost an estimated 820,000 acres of wetlands.
Approximately 96 percent of thesewetlands
are located in the Maryland portion of the
Chesapeake Bay watershed. In order to
offset this loss, the state has set two wet-
land restoration goals and is well on its
way to meeting them.

In 1997, an executive order from the gov-
ernor established that all state agencies
shall actively pursue wetland restoration
projects on their lands where feasible, and
give priority to managing policiesthat pro-

formation annually. LEPCsmust preparea
response plan and exercisethat plan annu-
ally; however, EPCRA provided no money
to support this mandate.

Maryland Emergency Management
Agency (MEMA) is the lead agency for
the SERC in Maryland. The SERC desig-
nated the 23 counties, Baltimore City, and
Ocean City as planning districts and ap-
pointed an LEPC for each district. MDE
was designated asthe repository for all re-
portsthat are filed with the SERC asare-
sult of thisprogram. Thelevel of activity
for anindividual LEPC and MDE infulfill-
ing the obligations of the federal act is a
direct reflection of theavailability of funds
to support the data collection, data man-
agement, training, and planning activities.
Historically, there have been small annual
grants available for LEPCs from the U.S.
Department of Transportation and the Fed-
eral Emergency Management Agency. The
amount available varies from year to year
and is dependent on the all ocation madeto
the state by the federal programs. MDE is
not eligible for these grants as they are
specificaly for training and planning ac-
tivities not data management.

The CRTK Fund feesapply only to those
facilitiescovered by thefederal EPCRA re-
porting requirements. Under the legisa
tion, fees are assessed to facilities for re-
ports filed with MDE pursuant to Section
312 (Emergency and Hazardous Chemical
Inventory Reporting) and 313 (Toxic Release
Inventory reporting) of EPCRA. Thereisan
application fee of $100 per facility for each
type of report. Owners/Operators of one or
morefacilitiesin Maryland will pay nomore
$1,000 annually to the fund. Thecapisa
combined total for both programs. In other
words, an owner/operator that remits$1,000
in fees for the Section 312 report in March
will not pay any fees associated with Sec-
tion 313 reportsin July. Thedepartment an-
ticipates that the average Section 312 fa
cility will pay $300 to the Department each
year. The enabling legidation alows the
department to exempt facilitiesfrom payment

mote wetland restoration, in order to reach
the state’'s 60,000 acre restoration goal .

“In Maryland, restoration of wetlands
involves several approaches,” said Bob
Summers, director of the Maryland Depart-
ment of the Environment’s Water Manage-
ment Administration. “These include the
re-establishment of wetlands on siteswhere
they used to exist; the enhancement of ex-
isting degraded wetlands; and, the creation
of wetlands on marginal lands where they
did not previously exist.”

For example, the removal of drainage
structures from certain agricultural fields
can return water to the surface of the
ground, resulting in the restoration of a
wetland that was there before the farm.

Recognizing the vital importance wet-

Please
note, while marinasare exempt from paying
CRTK fees, they must till report provide
chemical inventory reports as required un-
der thefederal law.

Section 312
Emergency & Hazardous
Chemical Inventory Reporting

Reports are due on March 1% each year
and cover those materials at the facility in
excess of federal thresholds during the pre-
vious calendar year. When MDE receives
the report, it will generate an invoice to the
company for payment. Companies should
NOT submit their payment with the report,
but should wait to be invoiced. There is a
$100 gpplicationfeefor each facility required
to submit achemical inventory report. The
inventory feesfor Section 312 usesthequan-
tity and level of threat posed by the materi-
alspresent at anindividual facility to deter-
minethetotd feefor that facility. Theranges
use the reporting range codes from the fed-
era program. Thefeeamountsfor eachtype
of substance are outlined in Tables 1 and 2.
Thetablesare provided to alow facilitiesto
edimatetheir feeobligation. Remember, fees
should not be paid until a hill is received
fromMDE.

Section 313 Toxic Release
Inventory Reporting

Reports and fees for Section 313 are due
onJuly 1% eachyear and cover rd eases, trans-
fers, and other activities with listed toxic
chemicalsduring the previouscalendar year.
Thereisan application fee of $100 for each
covered facility. Thetypeof reports submit-
ted by each facility to MDE during acalen-
dar year determinesinventory feesfor Sec-
tion 313. Fees for each type of report are
outlined inthe Table 3.

Salisbury isfirst city to
try curbside eCycling

Salisbury, acity in Wicomico County,
is known as the “hub of the Shore.” Al-
though Salisbury is relatively a small
town with a population of about 24,000,
it is one of the largest towns on
Maryland’'srural Eastern Shore. In spite
of not being required to recycle under
Maryland's Recycling Act, Salisbury has
been serving its residents with curbside
recycling since 1999. The effort began
with private haulersin 1999, and in 2001,
the Salisbury Department of Public
Works (DPW) took over curbside recy-
cling servicing to the city’s 8,750 resi-
dences.

In January, Salisbury launched some-
thing even more unique. On two Satur-
days following the Christmas and New
Year's holidays, Salisbury conducted a
special curbside eCycling program.
Though not realized at the time, that was
the first curbside eCycling program in
both Maryland and in the U.S. Environ-
mental Protection Agency’s Region Il
which includes Pennsylvania, Delaware,
Maryland, Virginia, West Virginiaand the
District of Columbia.

Ecycling isthe electronics collection.
Nationally, more than 20 million personal
computers became obsolete in 1998.
That number is expected to grow to an
estimated 315 million by 2004. Addition-
ally, obsolete electronics contain ele-
ments such as lead, mercury, cadmium,
and arsenic.

sponsible for a broad range of mat-
ters including coordination of environ-
mental assessments and investiga-
tions, and the development, approval
and implementation of remediation ac-
tivities for environmentally impacted
properties like Empire Centre in
Burbank, California and the ICON
Building in Lake Success, New York.

Empire Centre was an aircraft pro-
duction facility for several decades and
where Lockheed Martin began. The
site had a wide range of contamina-
tion issues but is now a multi-use com-
mercial area with two hotels, three
office complexes and retail shopping.
The ICON site had groundwater con-
tamination problems but is now a high
tech office park.

“Those projects contributed greatly
to the communities in which they oc-
curred,” he said. “These are the kinds
of things I've had satisfaction in
doing...partnerships between public
and private sector where everybody
won by cleaning up some contami-
nated sites, providing high paying jobs
and generating greater tax revenue for
the communities.”

The University of Richmond gradu-
ate was instrumental in forging effec-
tive working relationships with local
and state environmental regulators,
elected officials, environmental
groups and community leaders in
accomplishing those redevelopment
tasks. It's a mission he hopes to
continue.

“Through a balanced interpretation
of the laws we can be business
friendly and still be protective of the
environment,” Philbrick said.

erd brownfidds projectsinvolving the deacti-
vetion and demalition of obsolete plants, as
well asthe redevel opment of thosefadilitiesin
dgnificant urban locations. Chryder was re-
garded asandtiond leader in brownfie dsrede-
velopment much to Buhl’scredit.

The Acting Secretary, during her tenure at
the Michigan Department of Environment,
worked closely with aU.S. District Court
Judge to forge an effective working rela-
tionship with the state’s environmental
agency and the federal court in the wake
of problemswith the Detroit Water and
Sewerage Department.

Her environmental activism was high-
lighted by her work as a volunteer for a
group that raised funds to address envi-
ronmental issuesfor aspring-fed lakein
rural northern Michigan. The lake was
threatened by stormwater run-off, which
was aggravated by the development of a
grid of dirt roads that abutted its waters.
At the Higgins Lake Foundation, Buhl,
along with other volunteer trustee mem-
bers, raised fundsto develop and imple-
ment a watershed plan to prevent ero-
sion.

“These types of problems are not ex-
clusive to the Chesapeake Bay region,”
Buhl said. “My experiences have given
methe skillsto effectively address such
matters.”
